Remarks 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the indication of allowable subject matter in 
the Office Action. 

Claims 1-66 were pending in the application. Claims 1-43 have been allowed; 
claims 45-52, 57-60, 64 and 66 were objected to; and claims 44, 53-56, 61-63 and 65 were 
rejected* By this paper, claims 44, 46, 47, 49, 56, 58-60, 64 and 66 have been amended, and 
reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. Furthermore, claims 45 and 57 have 
been cancelled, and new claims 67-69 have been added. 

Refection Under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 44, 53-56, 61-63 and 65 were rejected under § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,024,262 to Duncan. Without agreeing with the rejection, 
claim 44 has been amended to include features of dependent claim 45, and claim 56 has been 
amended to include features of dependent claim 57. Because claims 45 and 57 were indicated 
as being allowable if rewritten in independent form, claims 44 and 56 are believed to be 
allowable as amended. 

Claims 46, 47 and 49 have been amended to depend from claim 44, instead of 
claim 45, In addition, claims 58-60 have been amended to depend from claim 56 instead of 
claim 57. Moreover, objected to claims 64 and ^6 have been rewritten in independent form. 
However, the phrase "each of the at least one securement surface forming only an outer 
surface of the console housing" has not been included in claims 64 and 66.

New claims 67-69 have been added for consideration by the Examiner.
